agd will have a tendency to stimulate others 
to give pecaniary aid to this important and 
very uselélenterprise. Every business man, 


every mechanic, as well as every farmet, 
grtasier, and horticulturist should feel that be 
bas an interest im the success of this institu- 
tion, calculated as it is to aid in the develop- 
mearot the resources of the country and to 
‘stimulate the various local industries which 
are struggling for an existence in our midst. 
Small though the prizes be compared with 
older associations of the kiod in the Eastera 
Provinces, they will nevertheless exert a very 
beneficial influence upoa the community by 
creating @ spirit of emalation on the part of 
th eogeged in the various pursuits coming 
within the sphere of the Society’s operations, 
These are the days of smali things with our 
farmers, gragiers, frait-growers, manufac- 
tor@es,ete., bu: usder proper and judicious 
Management we may reasonably expect to see 
this Society every year extending its infla- 
ence and widening its sphere of usefulness, 
until it becomes a power in the land for 
good... Secondly, the suggestion that a public 
dinner be given on the evening of the exbi- 
bition day, for the parpose of affording exhi- 
bitors and others an opportunity for ao iater- 
change of\ideas, touching matters properly 
pertaining to the objects of the Society, is 
one which must commend itself to every 
thoughtful miad. . After the excitement and 
bustle always attendant upon such exbibi- 
toate di.Jg. refresbing to sit down toa well 
prepared dinner, and satisfy the cravings of 
an appetite rendered more than usually keen 
by the competitions of the day. It also con- 
stitutes an excelleot autidote to a mind more 
or less.ruffied by disappointment, iu not hav- 
ing-gained prizes where success was deemed 
certain. But the intellectual exercises which 
succeed. the festive indulgences, are what 
realilg conatitate the more valuable features 
of what are termed agricultural dinners. 
Here gentlemen assemble from all paris of

The Hurdle Race, for a purse of $75, 
came nest, aad appeared to create a good 
deal. of excitement among the spectators. 
Three borses entered, Black Hawk, Hark- 
As they left the en- 
closure for the starting post, the feeling was 
evealy divided with regard to the qualities 
end appearance of Black Hawk and Bird- 
catcher, and although Harkaway had regis- 
tered a very creditable record over hurdles 
before, it was evident that he was too light 
in the company of bis opposeats. Getting 
away to a goud start, the horses were watched 
round: the course with mach interest; it 
seemed, bowever, that Biack Hawk was 
rupaimg stronger thao the rest of the field, 
and-as they came iuto the straight the last 
named horse clesred the final hurdle in good 
style, passing the judge's box threé lengths 
ahead of Birdeatcher, who finished half a 
dozen leng'hs shead of Harkaway.

According to announcement made by Mr. 
Bunster, a public meeting was held at Simp- 
son's, North Saanich, on Saturday evening; 
Peter Imrie, Esq., wae called to the Chair, 
and Jas. Melimoyle, Keq., J. P., was chosen 
Secretary. The Chairman haviog announced 
that the meeting was called for the purpose 
of bearing Mr. Bunster and Mr. Beaven, sug- 
gested that it be decided by lot who should 
speak first; Mr. Bunster objected and at- 
tempted to escape speaking first, although be 
hed called the meeting; Mr. Beaven, in a 
manly manner, came forward and announced 
his readiness to address the meeting, which 
was applauded. He occupied the attention of 
the meesting at considerable length, explain- 
ing and defending the policy of the Govers- 
mentia an able and argumentative address, 
the meeting frequentiy manifesting their ap- 
preciation aod confideace by applause. When 
he bad finisbed, Mr. Bunster was called upon 
but tried to skulk out of speaking, asking 
the meeting to call upon Mr. DeCosmos to 
address them first, altbough be, Mr. Bunster, 
bad invited the people of Saanich to meet 
bim and discuss certain questions with Mr. 
Beaven. The ye decided that Mr. Ban- 
ster should not be allowed to wriggle out of 
the predicament into which he bad been 
forced by hia imability to reply successfully 
te the facts as stated by Mr. Beaveo. Mr. 
Bunster, forced by the meetiog, delivered one 
of the worst of bis well-known speeches, and 
retired after oecupyieg about balf an hour's 
time, baving thoroughly convinced the istel- 
ligent electors of Saanich that Mr. Beaven’s 
speech could not be refuted, and that he, Ban- 
ster, was a political failure. Mr. DeCosmos 
was thea eatbusiastically called upon to ad- 
dress the meeting, which be did after some 
explanatory remarks by Mr. Beaven, refuting 
some of the misrepresentations of Mr, Bun- 
ster. Mr, Humphreys followed ia one of his 
tamest and most shallow efforts, utterly re- 
gardiess of facts; so much so indeed that 
three of the most influential electors of 
Saanich told him, as weil as Mr. Bunster, in 
the face of the meeting, that they, Bunster 
and- Humphreys, had stated the reverse of 
what they bad asserted twelve months be- 
tore, and which Mr. Bunster aod Mr. Humph- 
reys were compelled to publicly admit. 

Mr. DeCosmos came forward to refute some 
of the utterances of Mr. Humpbreys when a 
number of individuals who bad indulged in a 
free ride to Saanich, at the expense doubtless 
of the convener of the meeting, interrupted 
bim, when the Chairman annousced that 
unless they acted in an orderly maoner and 
allowed the people of Saanich to act inde- 
peadently of outside influence he would 
leave the chair, They persisted io their dis- 
turbance of the meeting when Mr. Imrie re- 
tired acd nearly all the residents of Saanich 
retired also, and the meeting was broken up, 
leaviog Mr. Bunster with his allies and two 
or three discontented elec-ors of Baauich to 
try and pale off on the public, resolutions 
condemning the Government, and endorsiag 
Mr. Bunster in the name ef the people of 
Saanich. 

‘The meeting on the part of Mr. Buaster 
was an wodoubdted failure, but a success for 
the Government, the electors of Saanich 
feeling ashamed of any attempt on the part 
ot asy outsiders to interfere with the open 
and free expression of their opinions. The 
electors of Saanich were unanimous in prais- 
ing Mr. Beaven for the manner in which he 
bad expeaded road money io their district, 
asserting tbat double the work bad been dose 
this year, than had ever been done before.

The ferry men on the Kootenay and Peod- 
Orelie rivers, send oat a man for a month or 
six weeks in each year to cut any timber that 
may have fallen accross the trail, and nothing 
more was required with our portion; that the 
trail was misrepresented and the money voted 
@sinecure to Feruy for political services ren- 
dered at the lastelection. Mr. Robertson who 
bad first come over the trail offered to clear 
it out for $200; be had met Ferny bybernat- 
ing with two Colville balf-breeds on the 
Molleire River. That the money instead of 
being spent in the district and giviog a broken 
man here a chance to get a days work was 
spent in Colville. The men being hired there 
and then paid through the firm of Uppenbei- 
mer & Co., like on s former occasion, and be 
for one would vote to send it back to Govera- 
ment from whence it came ifit wasto be 
aoder the supervision of Ferny and the Col- 
vilites.

OUR NEW MINING aCT 


I believe to be unconstitutional ; the public 
domain is vested in the Crown in trast for 
the subject, ard no local Council have the 
power to legislate away the right of a subject 
to an alien, according to the synthesis of 
the new mining ordinance any free miner, 
alien, Chinaman or siwash can locate) 640 
acres of Crown lands subject only to certain 
specifications, and hold the same ia fee 
simple. There is 00 country in the world where 
such privileges are granted to aliens; the Act 
is good with that one exception, and 1 think 
if the legality of that exception was brought 
before the Supreme Court it would be given 
against you. I believe in allowing miners to 
hold their property in fee simple if they 
choose; heretofore mining property | has 
heen jeopardized by all kinds of techaical 
quibbies, and caused a great deal of unneces- 
sary litigation in this Province owieg princi- 
pally to the literal construction and unde- 
fined discretionary power of the Gold Gom- 
missioner in the Mining Act. We want 
liberal and encouraging laws in this Pro- 
vince, We want aliens and British subjects 
to come amongst us with their wealth | and 
muscle, help to develope the mineral and other 
resources of the country; in a few years the 
whistle of the tron borse will be reverberating 
tbrough these old R cky mountuins, ‘and 
unless you can create a traffic to feed that 
borse our railway will be a lamentable 
failure. 

THREE PACK TRAINS FROM MONTANA 
arrived here early in May, loaded with flour, 
bacon, beans, &c., induced by a letter that 
appeared in the Walla Walla Statesman,

It is generally 
the latter part of the season before much 
money is cleaned up; however us poor honest 
miners live a good deal on bope deferred, and 
although the palmy days of Wild Horse have 
passed away the rich gravel deposits will be 
& source of wealth (when properly developed) 
to the owners thereof for many a day, Perry 
Creek is averaging about as usual, with a 
backward tendency; with one or -two excep- 
tions there are a fine lot of men on thie creek. 
Montgomery Co., Healy Co. and others are 
doing pretty well, ! believe they intend to 
try again this summer in the deep ground for 
the gold lead. St. Mary’s River is turning 
out as well as was expected, it is what we 
call China diggings; there are about 30 
Chinamen and two white men (Milne and 
Duke) in this camp, averaging $5 50 per day. 
The resources of this d strict are as yet unde- 
veloped ; I believe it is the best camp for a 
poor man in this Provioce. White laborers are 
searce here, we pay about $30 per day for 
Chinese labor. If this letter sheuld be read 
by D. G. or any of my old fillicums they will 
always be sure to find an hopsitable roef to 
sbelter and plenty of grub to fill them if they 


come to Kootenay.

MUNICIPAL, 


After a good deal of unneressary delay 
caused principally by officiul whim and tom- 
foolery, our Manicipal Council bas been duly 
constituted and has started on its mission of 
road, bridge, pound, tax, assessing, &c., and 
other municipal improvements. There are 
some in the Council Board who bave bad con- 
siderable experience in the working of muni- 
cipal insti vtions in Canada, and others again 
who poseess not a little mechanical skill and 
ability, the combination of which qualities in 
the Counci.men, will, I think, enable the 
idea to bave-a fair and proper trial here. 
Several improvement schemes are contem- 
plated, as our population is growing rapidly; 
money, the chief difficulty, will, however, 
greatly cramp the operations of the Couneil 
for this year, yet notwithstanding the pancity 
of tunds, it is determined manfally te pull 
through ia hope that by another year the 
public money of the Province wilt be more 
equitably and impartially divided than it bas 
been hitherto. 

MACHINERY. 


Mesers. Innes of this place have ordered 
one of — new and improved reaper and 
mower, combined, it is their intestion also 
to import several improved ploughs before 
ploughing operations commence in the fall. 
Speaking of agricultural machinery the fol- 
lowing extract from a lectore r csotly deliver- 
ed in s provincial town in the north of Scot- 
land on “New Zealand as a field for immi- 
gration,’’ will give your readers some know- 
ledge of the: magnitude of agricultural and 
other improvements im that colony. The 
lecturer read statistics from which it appeared 
that last year there were 687,000 acres noder 
crops in the colony, and that 10,000,000 
sheep, 300,000 cattle, and 65,000 horses were 
possesed by the colonists. There were theo 
six huodred thrashing machines, seven hun- 
dred reapers, twelve steam ploughs, and 
twenty-eight steam harrows, The quantity 
of butter prodaced last year was 4,000,000 
Ibs., and cheese 1,300,000 lbs. The value 
of the annual exports of wool amounts to 
£1,500,000 of gold to £2,500,000, and of other 
products to £500,000. Taese exports speak 
well for the country, seeing that they were 
produced by a population of 240,000. By 
way of encouragement to settlers the lecturer 
said the Government had offered the follow- 
ing bonus: One of £5,000 for the produc- 
tion of 100 tons of pig iron; one of £1,000 for 
the production of 100 tons of steel; one of 
£2,000 for the production of 250 tons of sugar 
Srom beet root; one of £2,500 for the produc- 
tion of 100 tons of printing paper; and one of 
£4 for every cwt. of cured fish, I may be 
allowed to add thata resident of this place 
recently from New Zealand, informs your 
correspoodeant that the colony producing 
such statistics as those above quoted, carries 
on its Government with fewer ministers aod 
a lighter civil list than we of British Colum. 
bia do.
